The Foreign Trade of China. 

Inomy*trade report, No.2735 of April 15th, 1897, I showed 

that the foreign trade of China for the year 1896 was the’ largest 


ever recorded, exceeding the previous year by more than Tis, 


18,000,000, @he totals-for the-year 1896 were Hk. Tis. 333,600, 
000. It is gratifying to announce that in spite of the facts 
that the year 1897 opened with large stocks on hand, and that the 
import business was early hampered by falling exchange, and by 


startling political events in the north,- such ag the seizure 


of Kiao chou by Germany, and the impending danger of the “partition 


of thina,- still hens trade largely increased. The value of 
ineorte was’ ‘Mc. F.s,238,032 higher than in 1896, and as the value 


of ‘exports showed an increase of over Hk. T1s.32, 000 ,009,, the 


total value | of the foreign trade, ‘sgeroget ing ‘Hk. T1s.366, 329, 983, 


ited in an excess of Hk. T1s.32,658,568 over the figures of 


any preceding year. , 
In this peport statistics are furnished from the new open 
‘portais Balik bn tae Yunnan frontier, and Samshui and Wuchow on 
the West river, Four ports of call were also established on the 
West river at Kongmoon and Kumchuk, Shuihing and Tahking, and 

the business done at these ports is not inconsiderable. 

Low exchange, of course, promoted manufacturing? cotton 
mills and silk filatures are increasing, and new manufacturing 
enterprises have been undertaken at various places, 

The Revenue. 

The total receipts of 1897 were Hk. Tls,. 22,742,104, being 
the third best year on record. The gain in the total arises from 
increased receipts under.

The value of opium imported in 1897 represented over twenty 


seven. per cent of the total value of the Imports,-in 1857 it~ 


represented less than fourteen per cent.

fact that these figures represent only the direct trade from 
American ports to Chinese ports, and do not show the actual amount 
of American goods imported and consumed in China. Many millions 
of taels worth of goods produced in the United States find their 
way into this market via England, Hongkong, and other places, and 


appear in the Customs returns to swell the imports from these 


places. 


Nevertheless, it must be conceded that owing to the low 
exchange the exports to the United States have increased out of 
ecccmien to the imports. 

It may be said in (i general that the prospects for American 
trade with China ‘are bright. Locomotives, machinery, mining 
plants have been largely imported during the past year. 
Manufacturers are taking occasion to be represented here by com—- 


petent agents, It is believed that railroad supplies can be fur- 


nished from the United States at lower rates than from any other 


country. The era of railroad building has come for China, and 


the market is boundless.

I have the honor to inform you that the Emperor of China has, 
by decree, opened the following places as Treaty ports: - 

Yo-chou in the province of Hunan; San-tu-ao in the jurisdic- 
tion of Fuh-ning; in the province of Fuhkien; and Chin-wang-t ao, 
in the jurisdiction of Fuh-ning in the province of Chihli,

It is a military and 
Customs station and is the first place opened to foreign trade in 
the province of Hunan. It is believed that a good carrying trade 
will be developed when foreign steamers commence running there 


which, no doubt , will be in the near future. 


“ San-tu-ac, in the province of Fuhkien, is a place better 


known among foreigners as Samlah Inlet. fhe entrance to this 
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inlet, at ten-miles to the mestward of Spider Island, is one and 
: three quarter miles wide with deep water and strong tides. frhe 
bay extends to the northward thirteen miles terminating in a sandy 
isthmus over which Funing bay is seen. A very little is known 
about this part of Fuhkien, but it is said that there is an 
extensive trade carried on from the main land in junks plying 
up and down the coast, Recently the Germans are reported to have 
explored the place, and at one time, previous te the occupation 
of Kiacchou, it is believed they wanted it as a naval and coaling 
station. 
Chin-wang-tao, is a shale on what the admiralty charts call 
"Shallow bay". It is between Creek Point and Rocky Point, about 
a mile deep, clear of rocks and the shore is sufficiently st eep 
to allow large boats to land easily. The depth is two fathoms 
at half a mile, and four and one half fathoms at two miles from - 
the shore. A reef of rocks, which generally breaks, encircle 
Rocky Point at half a mile distant. | 
‘Shallow Bay is the place where the foreian mails were landed 
during the winter and IJ understand that it is intended to serve 
as an outlet for the coal country behind. It is a short distance 
enka ot the new summer resort called Pei-tai-ho.

25. Petitioner has no reason for believing that deceased had 
had a quarrel with some person or persons and that a 
quarrel resulted in a fatal fracas, for deceased was only 
20 years of age, was very sensible, very quiet, and well 
behaved. He was not rowdy or dissipated and did not 
visit brothels and gambling “helis®. There are in fact 
neither brothels nor gambling "hells" in the vicinity of 
Tai Ling Po. 


24. Petitioner believes the killing was done intentionally 
the number, position, and character of the wounds leaving 
no doubt about the aforesaid Wong Goni Sing having been 
done to death. 

25. Petitioner does not know who killed his brother, but 
supposes that person or persons in the Sunwei district did 
his brother to death. Bo. 


26. In consequence of the murder of his brother aforesaid 


Petitioner will be a heavy loser in his business in the 


United States, the deceased being old enough to make 


himself very useful in the business and was editcated for: 


that purpose and with that end in view. He was a well 


educated and steady youth and would undoubtedly have been 


a very useful assistant to Petitioner. 


Your Petitioner therefore prays:- 


T at his Consul will at once make urgent representations 
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to the Viceroy, requesting His Bxcellency to issue direc- 

tions to the officials of Sunwei District to grant proper 

protection to the family and the relatives of Petitioner. 

II That the Viceroy cause most careful and complete inquiries 
to be made into the whole case and that most vigorous, 
and immediate efforts be made to bring the murderer or 
murderers to justice. 

Ill That Petitioner be supplied through the Consul at Canton > 
within one week with a copy of the declaration of the Yuen 
‘Kwan of Sunwei District, wherein he certifies that he has 
seen the body and is convinced that death was caused by 
wounds inflicted by certain persons then unknown. 

IV That the officials of Sunwei District be caused to make 
immediate and very thorough search for the murderer or 
murderers and that Petitioner be supplied with a copy of 
the report of all proceedings taken by the Chinese with a 
view to bringing the guilty party or parties to justice. 

Vv That in view of the great loss sustained by Petitioner 
through the murder in Sunwei District of his brother 
aforesaid, an indemnity, by way of compensation be obtained 
promptly from the Chinese authorities, such indemnity to 
be fixed by Petitioner's Consul in comsultation with the 
Viceroy of the Liang Kwang or in some other way. 

VI That your Petitioner may have such further and other 


relief as to your honorable Court may seem proper.

"petitioner" the punishment of the murderers, anda an indemnity. 

This case presents grave questions, which, under the 
rules governing this Legation, must be submitted to the State 
Department before I can take it up. 

The rules governing the presentation of claims by the 


Legation are found in Section 1454 of the Personal Instructions 


of 1885 which reads as follows: 


eit the claim is founded in contract they (the Diplomatic 
*“arents) will in no event interfere without specific instruc- 
"tions to do so. If it is founded in tort, they will as a 
“general rule in like manner seek previous instructions before 
"interfering unless the person of the claimant be assailed, or 
"there be pressing necessity for action in his behalf before 
"they can communicate with the Department; in which event they 
"will communicate in full the reason for their action.*

The subject of improving the Peiho River was discussed 
in my despatch No. 2715,of March 19th,1897. The latest phase 
of this quest ion is esti etely developed in a communication 
from the senior Consul at Teintsin of which a copy is enclogé 
ed. It is therein proposed to raise the necessary funds by a 
trifling. tax under the name of wharfage dues to be levied by 
the Municipalities on all cargo inwards and outwards for the 
special purpose of the improvement of the river. This tax 
will be paid by Chinese as well as foreigners. It has been 
approved by all persons and associations concerned therein. 
For the details of the scheme I refer to the enclosure. 

| The foreign representives are requested in the enclosure 
to approve of this tax. Of course without their approval 
the schene will fall to the ground. I have not hesitated to 
give my sanction to the levying of the proposed tax. if the 
river can be improved so as to permit steam boats to be 


loaded and unloaded at the bund in Tientsin,immense sums of 


money will be saved to shippers, It is now necessary to load 


incoming and outgoing éarg6es0R lighters and to tow them to 


and from the mouth of the river:-fifty miles.

The expense of this process is considerable,and great 


losses and injury to freight insue, 

As to the legality of this tax there can de no question 
under the instructions of the Department. 

In my despatch No.25,of the 26th.of October,1885,1 pre- 
sented an analogous question to the Department. 

The proposition then up for consideration was the power 


to levy a tax on certain articles of export and import at the 


city of Ningpo,the proceeds to be applied to construct a bund, 
Being new to China,I rather doubted my right to consent to 
such a taxation. 

In his instruction No.24,of December 12th, 1685, the then 
Secretary ,Mr. T.F.Bayard,thoroughly answered the objections 
made by me,and directed me to exercise my désePetion in the 
matter. For some reason the scheme was dropped,perhaps On 
account of the duties levied on opium,but none of my col- 
leagues objected to the legality thereof.

With reference to the proposed Scheme for the improve- 


ment of the river Peiho, I have the honour to state that my 


Colleagues have requested me to inform Your Bxcellency that 

the Consular Body has unanimously decided that the time has 

now arrived when they should lay before the Foreign Ministers 

in Peking the scheme which, subject on the one hand to the sanc- 
tién of the Diplomatic Corps and on the ether to that of the 
Tsungli Yemen, has been agreed to between His Brcellency tho 
Viccrev and the Consular Body; which scheme has also met with 
the unanimous approval of the General Chamber of Commerce, 

the Prench Municipality and the land Renters of the British 
Concession. 

Your Excellency is no doubt aware that eur ing the past 
twelve months several communications have passed between the 
Senior Consul and the Doyen of the Diplomatic Body in Peking on 
this subject and I would beg to be aiiowed to specially refer : 
Your Excellency to the despatch from Comte du Chaylard dated 
March 1897 and to the reply of His Bxcellency Cohenel Denby 
dated April 17th, 1897. | 

Since the receipt of the last named despatch, frequent 
meetings of the Consular Body have sehen place with a view 
to bringing the proposals for the improvement of the river to a 
successful issue. A scheme for the work considered immediately 
necessary was drawn up by Mr. de Linde, a Danish Engineer who

The matter was carefully ana fully considered by the 
Consular Body and at length it was suggested by Mr. Bure, His 
, Belgian Majesty's Consul thet it might be possible to raise 
the funds by a trifling tax under the name of wharfage dues to 
be levied by the Municipalities on all cargo inwards and out- 
wards for the special purpose of the improvement of the river. 
The suggestion at once met with the approval of all those 
concerned and I, as Senior Consul, and Mr. Bure called, at - 
the request of the Consular Body, on His Excellency the Viceroy 
‘on the 26th of February and aaihebmed to His Excellency the 
imperative necessity of abandoning the former plan of raising 
the fund and substituting for it the proposed scheme of whar- 
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fage dues to be paid by Chinese as well as by foreigners and 
pointed out also that by this mean all difficulties and éelays 
might easily be obviated. 
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His Excellency at once agreed to our proposal, provided a 

detailed statement of the proposed tariff was forwarded té@ him; 

His Excellency’s consent being subject to the Sanction of the 


Teungli Yamen. 

With regard to His Excellency's proposed contribution of 
Tis.100,000 we were informed that it would be provided on the 
same footing as in the original scheme, om the ground that 
the conservancy of the river is the duty of the Chinese Govern- 
mant and that no pecuniary assistance would have been accepted 
if the state of the Provincial Treasury had remained in the 
same condition as it had been fifteen years ago.

The Commiss- 
ioner of Customs will be requested in adddition to make all 
payments on the requisition of the Engineer in charge of the > 
works and to render statement of accounts at regular intervals, | 
so that the Consuls and the Municipal Councils concerned may 
have full control over the accounts referring to the Municipal 
wharfage dues.

That the buildings, 
except the offieé building, are not modern is true, but they 
are roomy and comfortable.

I feel some delicacy in presenting this matter before 
the arrival of my successor, but as the current year expires 
June 30th something must necessarily be done immediately.

‘The advent of Prince Henry of Prussia to Peking has been 
the occasion of many entertainments by the Legations. On the 
day of his arrival he received at the German Legation a visit 
from all the Ministers and their staffs,consisting of the 
Secvetastae and the First Interpreters. Dinners,breakfasts or 
balls were given to him by the German, English French ,Aust rian 
Belgian and Russian Legations. 

His reception by the Chinese authorities was of a distin- 
guished and,in some respects,a novel character. 

He was admitted to the Temple of Heaven,which has been 
closed to foreigners,except in a few instances,and to the 
Coal Hill where a foreigner has never been. This is a high 
hill in Peking near the forbidden city on which the last Ming 
Emperor committed suicide when the Manchus entered Peking. 

He visited, also,the other usual places of interest: - The 


Llama Temple,the Observatory,the Examination Haill,the Temple of 


Confucius and was everywhere received with honor. , 

The 16th instant ,the Prince and his suite consist ing of 
fourteen persons, and an escort of twenty-four ae soldiers 
: went to a temple called Liang Liang which is situate at a

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short distance from Wen-shu-shau- ten miles from Peking - 


where 


where the Emperor and Empress Dowager were staying. At the 
temple the party put on their uniforms and proceeded to the 
Summer Palace of the Emperor in which premises the Empress 
Dowager also has quarters. The Prince was assigned a house 
in which he afterwards received the ebeter, The first call 
was made on the Empress Dowager. At this call the Prince was 
attended by Baron von Heyking,and Mr, von der Goltz as Inter- 
preter,Prince Ching,and a Chinese interpreter named Yintcheng 
were present, It is stated that the interview was pleasant 
and informal, During the interview the Prince represented 
that the ladies of the Diplomatic Corps would be much grati- 
fied to pay their respects to the Empress and she said that 
it would afford her pleasure to receive them on some suitable | 
occasion such as her birthday. | 

The reception of the Prince by the Emperor took place at 
palace named Julantang in the precintts of the Summer palace. 
On entering the Prince bowed and the Emperor rose. The Prince 
was asked to be seated and the interview proceeded. The 
Emperor arose when the Prince left. There were fifteen for- 
eigners at the audience including the Prince.The conversation 
was formal. In a short time the Emperor returned the Princes 
call at the house which had been assigned to the Prince, He 


went out of the door to receive the Emperor. The German 


soldiers were draw up in line and presented arms,and the 


Emperor complimented their appearance. The interview was 


short and pleasant. 


Aft erwards the party was taken in a steam launch over 
ode lan -shou-shan ,and the various beauties of the 
yinted out to them. Then followed a dinner 


served in foreign style at the palace of Prince Ching which 


was near, Sir Robert Hart’s foreign band played during the 
dinner. 

The novelty of this*:audienee and reception must be my 
excuse for describing it in detail. The Empress never re- 
ceived a foreigner before. The Emperor never received one 
standing,nor returned a visit.

You therein state that “it is most important that the 
"Ministers in Peking of all Treaty Powers should agree that 
"the obligation to obey and be bound by the Regulations 
"should be transferred from the individual owner to the 
"land itself so that any person of whatever nationality 
‘papehantin or renting lands or houses shall then and there 
‘without further question become possessed of all the privil- 
*eges and liable to all the restrictions of the regulations, 
*T shall feel greatly obliged if Your Excellency would give 
*these Regulations your consideration and inform me whether 


"Mr. Scott*s suggestion is feasible so far as your nationals

You further state “should it be necessary to refer this 
"matter to your Government perhaps it would be possible in 
“the meanwhile for Your Excellency to give provisional 
"sanction to the Regulations," 

I shall of course refer this matter to my Government 
and until its answer can be obtained I take pleasure in 
giving my provisional sanction to the Regulations. 

If you cancspare me another copy of the Regulations 
I would be glad to send it to my Government, 

I vail myself of this occasion, Monsieur le Minister, 


to renew to Your Excellency the assurance of my high 


consideration.

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PREAMBLE. 


HEREAS by the terms of the appended Proclamation, issued on 
March 3lst, 1897, by H.E. Li Min-ch‘en, Hai-kwan Taotai of 
Tientsin, under the authority and by the direction of H.E. Wang Wén-shao, 
Viceroy of Chih-li and Superintendent of Northern Trade, a certain quantity of 
land adjoining the British Concession in Tientsin has been handed over to 
the British local Authorities for the purposes usually included in ‘‘ Municipal 
Government ;’’ and Whereas by Section 85 of the ‘China and Japan Order 
in Council, 1865,’ it is provided that Her Majesty’s Minister in China may 
from time to time make Regulations for the peace, good order and government 
of British subjects resident in China; and Whereas such regulations have effect 
unless and until they are disapproved by Her Majesty. 

Be it therefore ordered that the following Regulations and subsequent 
Bye-Laws shall have effect and shall be binding upon all persons residing or 
being within the limits of the said area as to matters and things comprised 
therein, from and after one calendar month after the same shall have been 
affixed in and kept exhibited at Her Majesty’s Consulate in Tientsin: Be it 
further ordered that the Regulations and subsequent Bye-Laws shall in like 
manner be binding on all British subjects residing or being within the 
Consular district of Tientsin. It is understood that the obligation of other 
foreigners residing therein or owning property leases or feus therein 
anterior to the date of the Taotai’s Proclamtion, to conform to and obey the 
said Regulations and subsequent Bye-Laws is derived from their individual 
assent, together with the sanction and approval of their own national 
authorities. 
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Ts land lying west of the Taku Road used 

formerly to be entirely inhabited’ by Chinese 
and was quite distinct from the foreign Settle- 
ments. At present, however, some 800 mou 
of this land has been leased to British subjects, 
who have built houses upon their property. 
The British Consul has frequently discussed 
with the Taotai the question of making roads in 
this neighbourhood and removing the nuisances 
which exist. The Taotai has therefore laid 
the matter before H. E. Wang, Superintendent 
of Northern Trade, who, after careful considera- 
tion, has givenehis permission for that portion 
of land, excepting, however, the ‘aku Road 
itself, which is bounded on the East by the 
Taku Road, West by the Mud Wall, North by 
a line stretching from the northern extremity of 
the Concession westward to the Mud Wall, and 
South by one stretching from the Hsiao Ying 
Mén to the Y. M. C. A. building, being under 
the Control of the British Authorities, and that 
the Regulations for same be drawn up by the 
Taotai and Consul in consultation. 


This Proclamation is therefore issued that 
the people who are inhabiting this land may 
know that, after the issue of this Proclamation, 
the British Authorities will be empowered to 
remove nuisances, brothels, and gambling dens; 
to construct drains, prohibit burials and the 
exposure of coffins, &c ; and that order will be 
kept by their police. Land required for roads 
will be paid for at market value, and people will 
not be permitted to purposely raise their prices. 
The Taotai will also appoint special deputies 
for the Extension Area, and wi!l increase the 
number of police officers in the neighbourhood 
to look after any matters which may arise. 

The Regulations which have b en drawn up, 
and which you must implicitly obey, are as 
follows :— 


1.—Land belonging to Chinese will remain 
as now the property of the owners, but they 
must obey the British Regulations. Disorderly 
characters and persons found breaking the law 
will be arrested by the British police and 
handed to the deputies at once, who will send 
them on for punishment to the ‘T'aotai ; they will 
not be retained in the Municipal prison. ‘The 
British Authorities will also have control over 
sanitation and drainage, and will have power to 
prohibit the exposure of coffins and burials. If 
anyone within the area has a grave-yard and is 
willing to remove it elsewhere, the ‘Taotai and 
the Consul will consult together and devise 
some satisfactory method to enable him to do 
so. Those who are unwilling to remove their 
graves must keep them in proper sanitary order. 

2.— Within a fixed period—to be arranged by 
the Taotai and Consul—all brothels, gambling 
' dens, disorderly houses, &c., é&c., will be closed, 


TRANSLATION. 


3..—The roads, which it is proposed to make, 
will be marked out and a plan of them shown 
to the Chinese authorities, who will issue a 
proclamation, from the date of which no 
building will be permitted on the ground 
required for the roads. Compensation—which, 
if necessary, will be settled by the two authori- 
ties —will be made to the owners of the land, 
hased on the market value of similar land in 
the neighbourhood. 

4.—After the issue of this Proclamation, 
Chinese owing mud houses or houses in an 
insanitary condition may, if they wish it, sell 
them at a reasonable price to foreigners; but 
those who do not wish to sell will have, after a 
period of three years, either to pull their houses 
down, or, if they object to doing so, meet the 
requirements of the Regulations. 

5.—At the end of three years, Chinese land- 
owners possessing any means will have to bear 
their share of the rates for roads, &c. If there 
are any public matters affecting them, however, 
to consult about, they will be allowed to take 
their part in the discussion; but Regulations on 
this subject will be drawn up by the Taotai 
and Consul, 

6.—Any ponds belonging to Chinese which 
have to be filled up, but which the owners have 
not means to fill, must be sold at a reasonable 
price to the British authorities, who will then 
do the filling themselves. 

7.—After the issue of this Proclamation, all 
transfers of land within the area must be 
registered at H. B. M.’s Consulate, and for 
three years no charge will be made for this. 

8.—The Taku Road is a Chinese higi-road. 
Neither foreigners nor Chinese will be allowed 
to encroach upon it by building or by otherwise 
inconveniencing the traffic. 

9.—The conveyance of material along the 
roads to and from the Hai-kuan-ssu Arsenal, 
will be permitted as heretofore. 


POLICE ARRESTS. 


As there are a number of Chinese living at 
present within this area, the Taotai or Hsien 
will issue warrants for the arrest of any offen- 
ders amongst them, and will send their own 
men to execute the warrants. The Consul, 
without further enquiry, will instruct the police 
not to interfere or hinder them in the execution 
of their duty. | 

From time to time suitable Regulations will 
be drawn up, and, should they affect the 
Chinese, the British and Chinese authorities 
will consult together before the Regulations are 
enforced. 

After a period of three years, if the land has 
been entirely leased to foreigners, the Regula- 
tions will, as far as they concern the Chinese, 
be re-arranged by the two authorities,

navigable rivers. The contract runs for a period of sixty 
years,and is entirely vested in the Anglo-Italian syndicate.

and American engineers. Two American engineers, -Messrs,Jame- 
ry OS yyere visited Shansi, and they report that

sulate,its removal te new quarters and the continuance 
of the postal agency,-I have the honer to report that I 
found the jailplecated in the basement ef the Consulate 
General, not up te the standard of modern jails; but 
fairly well suited to short terms of confinement, yet too

damp and poorly ventilated for long confinements,. 


The Municipal jaillis stillrworse,and the English 
jail has been leased by the municipality while it con- 
structs a new one, This, however,has at present no room 
for foreign prisoners.Themas Gay,the leng term prisoner, 
has now been released;hence there is no immediate neo- 
cessity for ervenging another place ef cenfinement. 

: As to the Consulate General,-It is in a cenvenient

but reats in that leeality have advanced very rapidly of 
late,and it is very prebable that a inal higher reatal ~ 
will be demanded at the termination of the present lease, 
which expires March 8lst,1900. There seems to be no 
suitable building at present available;but the Consul 
General informs me that the ewners of the present struc- 
ture can probably be prevailed upen te build a new build 
ing conveniently lecated,with apprepriate offices and a 
suitable jail ,and lease it for a rental no greater than 


that paid for the present quarters, 


I have therefere advised the Consul General to make 
thereugh inquiry and submit definite information to the 
Department upen the question,and would recommend the 
retention of the present Consulate General and jail 
until the expiration of the existing lease. 

As to the continuance of the postal agency for the 
reasons se fully and clearly set forth by the Consul 


General in a recent despatch upon the subject, which I 


cordially endorse; but do not consider necessary to 
repeat,- I beleive the pestal agency should be cont inued 
until China is in fact in the Pestal Union.

you thinking of investing in a Lot?".I replied,Yes.I want to 
buy a Lot.” He told me that the land had all been taken up, 
but suggested that I see the Consul General,through whom the 
purchase must be made. I said,"If you know the land has all 
been taken up,it is useless for me to see Mr.Jernigan"s;and, 
Mr Jernigan still being engaged when I passed his office,TI 
‘went home. 
On or about the 18th of January,1898,I heard inci- a 

dentally that a Lot of land had been taken up in my name at u 
Soochow. I went to the Consulate General the next day to as- |

This note from Mr.Jernigan was the first intimation f had 
from him that he had taken up land at Soochow in my name, 
although we had been during all the time on terms of the 
greatest intimacy and I saw him almost daily. He did tell ¢ 
me that he had made a good thing out of his "land speculation 
at Soochow”",but he never asked nor obtained permission to use 
my name either at Soochow or Hangchow. 

On the 28th of January Mr.Jernigan heard that I had 
applied for a deed to the Lot in Soochow and he came to my 
house at 9 P.M. and protested strongly against my having done 
s0,going so far as to use most profane language in the pres- 
ence of my wife. He said that he had spent money freely in 
order to raise the social standing of the Consulate,that he 
had gone into the interior at his own expense to witness 
marriages of American citizens and that now am opportunity 
offered for him to make some money I and other Americans 
begrudged it to him.With regard to the Lot which he had ta-

ken up in my name,he said that when he was in Soochow a p 
days before,he had a purchaser for it and sat down to a desk i } 
to write me to transfer it, but changed his mind. When I ] 
claimed my right to Keep the lot,as I had been prevented 
from making this investment,he said » "You are welcome to it. 
It ds a white elephant on my hands.I have tried repeatedly 
to find a purchaser and could not get even the government 
price for it." Mr.Jornigan did not leave my house till after 
midnight.Witg the exception of a short conversation with me 
the next day in the presence of the Consul General (Mr ..Good- 
en to me till this afternoon. 
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office to see me about Mr.Jernigan’s difficulties in regard 
\ vo this jand and other matters and whether there was not some 
pian by which he could get quietly out of them.In the after- 
noon of the same day I went to Mr.Emens’ office and learned 
from him that it had been agreed on both by Mr.Jernigan and. 
Mr.Wang Sung Tafig(for whom some 80 mow of land had been #9} 
bought at Hangchow by Mr.Jernigan in the names of certain 
American citizens,myself included) that we (the persons to 
whom the land was deeded) should transfer it all to him (Mr. 
Emens ) and that he would give the Chinese purchasers,who had 
paid for the land,a trust deed for the seme. Mr. Buens said ¥ 
that Mr.Wang had asked him to do this; and,if agreeable to 
all concerned,he was willing to do it,gratuitously,as a soly- 
tion of this difficulty.This seemed to be the only wag of ¥ 
‘Keeping the matter out of the courts,and I agreed to do all 
in my power to bring about this settlement of the case.I 
agreed to transfer the land which had been deeded to me to 
Mr. Bmens,who was to hold it,as Trustee,for the Chinese pur- 
chasers,providing Mr.Jernigan would write me such a letter 
as I outlined to Mr.Bmens asking me to do this.I did this 
reluctantly because the land in Soochow and Hangchow was set 
apart for foreigners and I understand that this transaction 
means the transfer of about one-fifth of the entire Hangchow 
Concession back to the Chinese,but as the Chinese had paid 
for the land it seemed only right that they should have it. 
I afterwards saw Mr.Wang who confirmed what Mr.Emens said a- 
bout his wishes in the matter.He told me,hawever,that Mr.Jer- 
‘nigan was to have,as compensation for his trouble in getting 
the land,the privilege of taking one-third of the land pure 
a 


‘Chased at Hangchow at the government price and he could have 
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it if he paid for it. 

ee: should have said that Consul-General Goodnow rec- 
ognized my right to the Lot in my name in Soochow and issned 
the deed to me on the 6th of April,I having paid the govern- 
ment purchase price. 

This afternoon I saw Mr. Jernigan at the request of 
Mr.Mustard.Mr.Jernigan apologized for the manner in which he 
talked to me on the night of January 28th and for his pro- 
fanity in the presence of my wife.He pffered to call upon 
Mrs.Hykes and make his apologies to her. He admitted that 2 
had never spoken to him about land in Hangchow and that he 
had not asked my permission to use my name in connection with 
his land transactions at that place.He said,”This is the 
first time I have ever mentioned the Hangchow land to you". 
He further stated that this land was not bought for me nor 
at my request;that the purchase money was not paid for me 
nor on my behalf nor with my knowledge and was in no sense 
a aan for or to me and that I had no responsibility nor ob- 
ligation in connection with the transaction.

Before leaving him, I told him that I had been up to Soochow, 
and had seen a fine block of land said to belong to him. I Said to 
him,You had better sell it to me. He replied that he would sell it 
to me for $400.00 a mow. The block of land was said to measure about 


that I would think over the matter and give him an answer in a few 
days. I saw him several days afterward, and offered him $8000.00 

for the whole block. He accepted my offer. 

Mr. Jernigan told me that the land had not been paid for, and was 
held for him under four names. It was my understanding that he would 
pay for the land and eet the deeds, and that I would pay him $8000.00 
when he gave me the deeds. Some days afterwards we met at the Con-

I saw the American merchants and go informed them; they 
answered that they would not establish trading houses at Soo- 
chow, and would Sekl to ae the lots they owndd se Sn original 
price, aS they wanted me to make as much money a8 I could, as I 
had never charged any American for legal advice which had been 
often aSked and given,and that my hospitality had been free and 
beneficial to the social position of the Consulate General.

The other purchaser waS a gentleman from my own State, who 
had money to invest and deSired to invest it at an open port,and 
who will soon be able to Sell for double the price he paid. If 
the Americans wanted to sell the lots they could do 80; and we

Hykes complain? If I made a mi8take I did not intend to make it, 
and this gentleman has approved and taken the full benefit of it, 
money and all, which I a first meant for him to do, and secured 
for him the Opportunity and first righta to do. 

Another gentleman,Mr. Lyman, a subOrdinate in Mr. Hykeas® 
office, thinks a lot at Soochow was erroneously entered to hin, 
but he raised no Objection, and at my request conveyed it for the 
buiglding of a hospital at Soochow, the lot carrying a profit of 
about four hundred dollars. 

The caSe of Dr. Park, about which we talked some, is 
briefly this: Dr. Park is an influential member of the Southern 
Methodist Church, and has been at Soochow about fifteen years. He 
ig at the head of a large hospital in the native city.

their Mission. I did what I could to further their aims, but it 
turned out that the name of a Dr. Farnham was uSed,as he Stated, 
without his conSent; but Dr, Farnham called at my roomand after 


I explained to him the situation he exprossed himself satiefied, 
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accepted the deed for the lot, and I understand has since sold it

at a profit, Sach is my knowledge of the Dr. Park caSe. In 
closing, about soochow, I will add: That Our American Missionary 
friends,-Dr. Martin,Dr. Bryan,Dr. Hyke8,and Dr. Park, have some 
of the best positions on the foreign Goncession at Soochow, and if 
the American merchants had deSired to do so, they, too,could have 
had equally aS goOd. No one Can Say that the opportunity was 

not placed within complete power of Our countrymen, and when sOme 


of them did not choose to utilize it, they did ae they pleased. 


HaNGCHOW. 


The lots at Hanechow were entered aS the lots at Soochow 
were entered, but as goon aS entered the ChineSe authorities at 
Hanechow tendered the deeds and asked for the money. I did not 
have the opportunity to See all the Americans in whose names lots 
at Hanechow were entered, and I borrowed the momey from the Con- 
pradore at the Consulate Genpral and sent the Interpreter,Mr. E. 
T. Williams, to Hanechow with it to get the deed@e After receiv- 


ing the deeds I informed the Americans of the facts and told them 
that the deed® would be held in the Consulate General for then, 
subject to the paymnt of the original price and interest and 


taxes, and the deeds were in the Consulate General when I left 


officee All the Americans were sétisfied with what I had done, 


and have 80 expre8sed themSelveS8, verbally,and in letters which 
you have read, except Rev. J. Re HykeS, who make the Same com-

Ido not kn@w why’ Mr. Hykes i8 delaying; there 
was a profit in the Soochow lot,and in the face of his complaint, 
he takeS a deed and closes the matter; but unfortunately, there is 
no profit in the Hgngchow lot and he bincers on the scene. 

I did not buy any of the Hangechow lots, but had I done 
so and sola them at a profitl would have properly compensated the 
Compradore for the readiness with which he enabled me to meet an 
unexpected demand of the CSineBSe authorities. No one expected 
that the deeds would be ready or the money demanded so, s00n,and 
I felt Some pride in meeting the demand so promptly. Only one 
American has objected, and he has his deed for the Soochow lot, 


and has paid taxes on the lot at Hanechowe

Regulations agreed upon by the Shansi 
Bureau of Trade and the Peking Syndicate 
for mining purposes, iron works and transporting - 
mine products of all kinds in the Province 
of Shansi :— 
t.—The Governor of Shansi having sanctioned the 
request of the Shansi Bureau of Trade for the 

sole right to open and work coal and iron mines 
throughout the Districts of Yii-hsin and Ping- 
“ ting-chou, and the Prefectures of Lu-an-fu, 
Tse-chou-fu and Ping-yang-fu and also petroleum 
wherever found, the several concessions granted 
are now transferred for operation to the Peking 
Syndicate for the period of sixty years. Mining 
engineers shall first be sent to find in what 
| township and hills the mines are situated and 
a) what they produce, and make maps thereof with 
\" explanations inserted, which shall be submitted 
to the Governor of Shansi that he may see that 
the proposed works are not injurious to the 
place, and he shall report thereon to the Tsung- 
li Yamén for record and at the same time issue 
a permit for the mines to be opened without the 

least delay. 

If mining lands belong to the people, the 
lease or purchase shall be made by arrangement 
with the owners for a reasonable price ; ifit be 
Government land, the tax to be paid on it shall 
be double the ordinary land tax for that locality. 

_2.—The Governor of Shansi has authorized the 

Bureau of Trade to negotiate a foreign loan not 
to exceed Taels 10.000,coo—; should the mining 
engineers employed find this sum insufficient, 
the Bureau may borrow more ony of the Peking 
Syndicate.

4.—Each mine must have one Foreign and one 
Chinese manager, the Foreigner to control the 
works, the Chinese to attend to all matters 
between natives and foreigners. Accounts will 
be kept by the foreign system; receipts and 
payments of money to be controlled by the, 
Foreign manager and audited by the Chinese : 
manager. At all times Chinese should be :

5.—When prospecting for mines, if there be any 
boring or sinking of pits to examine mineral 
deposits, an arrangement should first be made 
with the land owner.to compensate him for any 
crops injured.

the land for a reasonable price, fair to both 
parties as a measure of justice.

About 
six weeks since we received a communication from Mr, Rags- 
‘dake, Consul at Tientsin, in which under date of February IIth 
he informs us that the Missions Stations of the American 
Board in Shantung are to be transferred to the jurisdiction 
of the Consulate at Chefoo,. There are many reasons which seem 
tolis valid ones, why this transfer should not be consummated, 
and these we wish to lay before you, asking that you will 
kindly represent the matter to the State Department, with a 
view to the withdrawal of this order, 
I, Our work in this region has been carried on for more than 
thirty years, and whatever official business there has been, 
has been with Tientsin,. Walrish to point out that the boundary 
lines of the several Provinces are: entirely arbitrary and 
have no relations to the natural conformation of the country. 
The two Stations of P’ang Chuang and Lin Ch'ing although 
within theBhantung Province, are very near the Chili border, 
one of them only six miles from it. They are each on or near 
the Grand Canal, the natural outlet for all this part of Ching, 
andthe nearest of them is distant from Tientsin about I45 
English miles, which can be covered by couriers in four days 


of time, 


Brom Chefoo, on the other hand, which is in the extreme 
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t of the province, p re al e each distant about 360 
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communication whatever, Even the telegraphic communication 

is indirect, by transfer, often involving delay, In case of 
mebs etc. this might be serious, All our mail service is 
conducted by our own messengers to Tientsin, with which we 
have regular weekly service. If we were to send to Chefoo it 
would have to be overland, in which case we could not expect 
a reply in less than a whole month, or by our couriers to 
Tientsin and thence by sea to Chefoo. During the winter this 
route has always until last winter been closed, and we do nok 
know that it will be open in an average winter in future; 
The distance and from our part of the prevince the inaccess- 
ibility of Chefoo, make it a very uadéstrable place with 
which to do Consular business, Furthermore all our ectnnnt 
relations are with Tientsin, and none aP@iin Chefoo. All tran- 
sit passesmust be made out there of. fourse, Why should 

we be required to g@o past that Consulate to another at a 
great distance, involving inevitable and annoying delays,and 
without, so far as we are able to peecbbye any compensating 
advantage whatever? 

II, Aside from its topographical inconveniences, there is 


another reason for our being allowed to transact business 


at TientsingAaAll the seven=l Stations of our Mission have 
their affairs conducted at this common center. At Tientsin 

we have our Treasurer and Businesspgent, and it is through 
him, as well as through the members of the Station thére that 
“we communicate with the Consul whenever there is anything of 


importance to be done, In an Occidental land thiis would be a

at hand some cae whois familiar with the facts inthe case, 
as well as with the history of other similar ones in the past’ 
history of sis Mtnelee. 

AtChefoo there is absolutely no one to do this almost 
indispensable work. The only case in which anything was 
att emt ed in that way was a total failure, and in the slow 
ddlay of years the important deeds sent thither to be stamp- 
ed, were lost. Anyone familiar with Chinese yamen cases 
knows how easy it is not to have anything done, even with the 
best intentions on the part ef the Consuls, 

In conclusion we would call your attentiokes to the fact 
that this is not the first time the change now proposed has.

It may be well for me to here state that in 1870,dur- 


ing the war between France and Germany,no action was tak- 
en by the Chinese government , by Imperial deeree or proc- 
lamation,to enforce the rules of neutrality. 

Since 1670 no crases have arisen in China under the 
laws or regulations on. neutrality,nor of the sale or de- 
livery of arms and munitions of war and other contraband, 
nor of the sale or delivery of ships by the Chinese to a 
belligerent power ,and, 80 far as I can ascertain,at no 
previous date.

China's Declaration of Neutrality issued by the 
Taotai at Shanghai. 

Tsai,by Imperial Command of the Emperor of China,Spperin- 
tendent 9 the Kiangnan Maritime Customs and Intendant of 
Circuit for Soochow,Sungkiang and Taitsang with MiyYitary Juris® 
diction,promulgates this proclamation in conformity with an 
Imperial Edict:- 

Whereas China has been on friendly terms with America 
and Spain, which two count ries, unfortunat elygare now at war 
with each other,all our people,the Chinese, should observe the 
law of neutrality. They must not supply the two countries 
with military equipment or hinder their returning to friends; 
ship,neither are they to act in contravention to internation- 
al law, in order to enhance the friendship existing between | | 
our people and those of the two countries. Even those Chi- 
nese who are residing within the jurisdiction of the two sane 
tries a nd enjoying the privilege of being protected accord- 
ing to Treaty should strictly Meeere the law of neutrality 
and quietly await the restoration of friendship betwwen the 
two countries when the bliss of peace will then be ever en- 
joyed. They must not interfere in any affairs of the war so 
as to incur trouble at their own expense, 

Now the Taotai is in receipt of instructions from the 
Throne through the Tsungli Yamen to issue a proclamation of 
neutrality for general information and it is his duty to ? 


act in accordance with them. He therefore Seaues proclamation 


and all people on Chinese soil and waters are hereby enjoined 


tQconform with the following regulations: - 
I. War ships of neither of the belligerents are permitted 


permitted 
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fo use any Chinese port or waters as a base of naval opera- 
tions or to take in military supplies. When vessels of one 
“pabbigerent depart from Chinese jurisdiction,vessels of the 
other peRigerent are not allowed to leave until twenty-four ne 
hours after, 

Be Hereafter should any vessel of either belligerent enter 

a Chinese port or visit Chinese waters, except for the purpose 
of shelter from inclemency of weather, loading provisions ne- 
cessary to the maintainance of the crew or for repairs, it 
would have to leave within twenty-four hours. The authorities 
of the port or those of the port near thereto should observe 
this limit and oblige such vessel to leave, no provisions 
more than necessary to the maintainance of the crew being 
allowed. Vessels for repairs shall be made to leave within 
twenty-four hours after completion of these repairs and must f 
not be suffered to stay. Vessels of both belligerents out- 
ward bound from Chinese jurisdiction shall leave twenty-four 
hojrs after departure of the vessels of the other belligdrent. 
This limit should not be curtailed or extended except when 
Govitaniy necessary. 

Bt Vessels. of the two belligerents shall not load large suph 
plies of provisions or other goods within Chinese jurisdic- 
tion; provisions necessary to the maintainance of the crew 
and coal sufficient to steam to the destination are only aa- 
lowed. After one vessel has taken coal she will be prevented 
to do so again until three months after, when she is prwovided 
#ith a permit. 

4. No warships of the belligerents containing spoils of they, 


war are to be allowed to enter Chinese waters and Chinese

issue of this proclamation any Chinese who should purpose- 

ly violate international law and disregard neutrality, run- 
ning blockades, conveying troops, despatches military sup- 
plies, or other prohibdbted articles to assist either belliger- 
ent must be persistently indulging in a hazardous attempt and 
voluntarily falls into the grasp of the‘law. Such person§will 
be severely punished instead of being protected and no 
lenience will be shown them.
